Rev. Porter M. Bailes 
Delivers Address

Three representatives from 
the Rotary Club presented the 
program. Mr. Pomp Powell, the 
first; speaker, highly congrat¬ 
ulated the members of the 
Young Citizens Club. He intro¬ 
duced to the assembly Mr. J. H. 
Calhoun, who spoke of the pro¬ 
gress which is being made in the 
business and industrial world. 
Mr. Calhuon prophesied great 
opportunity for every student. 

Rev. Porter M. Bailes, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, 
talked to the students on the 
value of living up to the Princi¬ 
ples by which the Young Citi¬ 
zens Club is chosen. He mention¬ 
ed these principles, laying es¬ 
pecial emphasis on sportsman¬ 
ship, courtesy and dependability,

Registrar E. J. Mathews 
the University of Texas has sujb- 
mitted a report dealing with All 
students transferred to the Ur 
versity of Texas fom other i 
stitutions during the past fifre 
years, which indicates that tl 
work completed by studen. 
from the junior colleges is 
equal rank with that done 
students who have complet 
the first two years of work 
the University or other seni 
colleges in Texas. 

Mr. Mathews has used thr 
plans for the purpose of ran 
ing the work of students atten 
ing the University from oth)er 
senior and junior colleges, 
such a brief article the partic 
lar features of each plan cann 
be explained. However, the 
figures give a definite idea 
the basis of comparison. T 
first plan shows that studen 
who have completed U 
years of work in senior eolleg 
in Texas have transferred 
the University of Texas have 
grade of 13.22, while jthose w 
have graduated from the mut 
cipal junior colleges in Tex; 
have a grade of 13.54. Plan 
shows same studeents from se 


ior colleges to have a grade of 
13.13, while students from jun¬ 
ior colleges have a grade of 14.- 
13. Plan 3 shows students from

senior colleges to have a grade 
of 1.81 and the students from 
junior colleges to have a grade 
rank of 1.92. 

In 1929-30 there were three 
hundred seventy-nine students 
transferred from senior colleges 
to the University of Texas. 
These pupils attempted 8, 721 
semester hours of work and 
completed 7,217 hours or 82.75 
per cent of the courses attempt¬ 
ed. One hundred sixty students 
who had graduated from the 
municipal junior colleges attend¬ 
ed the University of Texas dur¬ 
ing this year. These pupils at¬ 
tempted 3,711 semester hours 
and completed 3,068 hours, or 86 
per cent. Of the students trans¬ 
ferred from the senior colleges, 
683 A’s were received, which is 
approximately 9 per cent of the 
courses completed; Four hun¬ 
dred sixty five A’s were received, 
for the work completed by the 
160 students transferred from 
the junior colleges on 15 per cent 
of courses completed. In other 
words, 15 per cent of the work 
completed Jby. the students from 
the municipal junior colleges re-

STAFF ASKS THAT 

DEBTS OF STUDENT

Like every other worthwhile 
enterprize, the “Alclade” has en¬ 
countered difficulty. The staff 
had promised,' through previous 
columns of this paper, the dis¬ 
tribution of the completed vol¬ 
ume on the fourth of May. 
However, that promise was 
made with the reservation, 
“that the printers should live up 
to their contract.” It now ap¬ 
pears that this contract cannot 
be fulfilled in respect to the time 
clause because of the failure of 
the American Beauty Cover 
Company in delivering the bind¬ 
ings to the printers. This delay 
will necessarily postpone the 
final distribution until May the 
fifteenth. The staff regrets this 
disappointment, but it seems 
that accidents and slip-ups oc¬ 
cur in unexpected places and 
times. Yet the final steps in pub¬ 
lication are being taken as rapid¬ 
ly as possible—but quality is not 
being sacrificed to haste. 

In this period of waiting, the 
Business Department wishes to 
encourage those few clubs and 
individuals who still remain on 
the red side of the ledger, in 
the paying of those remaining 
debts. Satisfactory attention to 
this matter will help the school 
representatives in making final 
settlements of expenses when 
the “Alacalde” does arrive on 
the fifteenth.

Of course, this doesn’t necessarily mean that the present 
world isn’t better than it ever has been. It merely shows that 
human nature doesn’t keep pace with the rest of the world. It 
always has been the same and always will.

I am young and happiness comes often to the young. After 
all one of our birthrights is the pursuit of happiness. The Fra¬ 
mers of the Declaration of Independence did not say happiness; 
they technically said the pursuit of happiness, as though hap¬ 
piness were an elusive emotion. Yet I have been supremely 
happy. When I walk beneath green trees and I am calm, nature 
takes on a new light and I am happy. No longer do trivial things 
matter; hours pass like minutes; life is breath-taking. In moments 
of supreme felicity, I seem, too, a part of eternity, and I tremble 
lest my happiness fade away like a dream. Perhaps because 
youth is so tumultous, happiness is not} permanent or continous. 
For like dreams my felicity does fade away or lasts only for a 
moment. Yet all along I feel with my happiness a thread of pain, 
a premonition that anything so joyous can not last forever.

During this era an intensely 
active person can make or mar 
his chances for a successful life. 
This gradual transition gives 
him something to hold to while 
straggling for a footing on the 
shelf of manhood and responsi¬ 
bility.

is the close relationship of 
teacher and student.

Each one is interested in 
my school work, in my daily 
problems, in my future, and con¬ 
tinually helps me over some dif¬ 
ficulty. This personal contact is 
very simulating to one who is 
lost in the transition wilderness. 

Social Benefit 

Although the third element 
could be given by a senior col¬ 
lege, it would not be given so 
soon. The social and practical 
aspects of life gained through 
membership and activity in the 
various clubs could only be gain¬ 
ed in most cases in a senior col¬ 
lege during the junior and senior 
years. It is not the knowledge of 
books, but the capability to meet 
life’s situations which consti¬ 
tutes success. The various ac¬ 
tivities of the clubs are a cross- 
section of later life in minature. 
One learns how to mix and min¬ 
gle with his fellow man, how to 
plan entertainments, how to 
preside at a meeting 1 , how to 
keep minutes, and how to fin¬ 
ance undertakings. In fact, this 
means more than mere book 
learning in the sum total of ele¬ 
ments which together make up 
an education. 

Of course, there are other 
talking points of a Junior Col¬ 
lege, but the fact that it has 
given me an anchor for the 
transition period, personal con¬ 
tact with the teachers, and the 
advantages of club, activities 
earlier than a senior college 
would have, has enshrined my 
two years of T. J. C. in my list 
of worth while institutions.

ceived a grade of A, and only 9 
per cent of the work completed 
by students from senior colleges 
in Texas received a grade of A. 

Of all regular students in the 
junior and senior classes of the 
University of Texas who had 
completed their first two years 
of work in the University, 7.72 
per cent of the courses were fail¬ 
ed, but of all the work attempt¬ 
ed by students transferred to 
the University of Texas from 
the Tyler Junior College, only 
7 per cent of the courses were 
failed. 

Of the thirty seven junior 
colleges in Texas that enrolled 
students in the University of 
Texas for 1929-30, including 
the summer school, the average 
grade made is 1.97, whereas the 
fifteen students in the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas from the Tyler 
Junior College made an average 
of 2.42. Only one school in Texas 
showed a higher rank of trans¬ 
ferred students and that school 
had only one student enrolled. 
From the above facts, the offi¬ 
cials of the University of Texas 
are convinced that the type of 
work being done by the muni¬ 
cipal junior colleges in Texas is 
as satisfactory as that completed 
by the students who do their 
first two years work in the uni¬ 
versity.
